if only in a slight measure. But.the 
other mandarins also know well that 
if another system is established people 
will not have to depend for promotion 
upon what is known about the old 
classics.

On 
this account the mandarins, especially 
in the provinces, are the decided op- 
ponents of all inventions »nd the 
deadly enemies of all foreigners.

One of the big national events of

The arrangements for the two im- 
portant convocation have been mnde 
bya local executive committee, which 
believes that not less than 100,000 
strangers will attend. It, is now near- 
ly two years since preparations were 
commenced for the approaching meet- 
ings. 


The sessions of the Supreme Lodge 


—the legislative body of the order— 
will be held in the hall of the House 
of Representatives in the magnificent 
Capitol building, one of the most state- 
ly and majestic buildings of tins west. 
A special act of the legislature per- 
mits the Imll of representatives 
to be 


used for this purpose. 
Large, hand- 


some rooms in the capitol are also 
designated for committee meetings, 
where every convenience is to be had. 
Perhaps the big event of the encamp- 
menhwill be the grand sstreet parade, 
which will occur on Tuesday, August 
23. 
The line of march will bo over 


two miles long.
